iPEJE LETELLIER DIFFICULTY. 



Our exclusive dispatch from Ottawa 
announced the appointiiient of Dr. Ro- 
BiTAiLLE, ]M. p., to he Lieut-Governor 
of Quebec', vice Lieut. -Governor Lettei.- 
LiER DE St; Just, removed. ]\Ir. Let- 
TEL'fiEH ■was'appointed by the Mackek- 
ziE Governmentr-' 'He found the De- 
noucHERViLLE, a Conservative, jNIiiiis- 
try in power<ahd sustained by a ma- 
jority of 12 or 14 in the, House. Be- 
fore "long a misunderataxxding arose be- 
tween tho new Governor and his advi- 
ser£(riivitli respiect to certain measures 
whicTi the latter Lad prepared for pre- 
sentation to the House and ho dismiss- 
ed them. Mr. Joly, leader of the Op- 
position and a Protestant, being called 
on, formed a Ministry and dissolved 
tbo House. The new Ministry Avas 
sustained during the first session of the 
House by the casting vote of the 
Speaker. . The Quebec Couaervativcs 
com^aihed bitterly at the treatment 
thoy had received from the Governor's 
hands, and when the Federal Parlia- 
ment mot a resolution censuring Mr. 
LsTEliLrEn for his course was moved. 
It was negatived by a strict party 
vote — the Liberals being then in tiio 
ascendancy. At the recent session of 
the Federal Parliament — the Conserva- 
tives having meanwhile cOme" into 
power — the resolution of censure was- 
again moved and this time it prevailed. 
The ' Government then passed an 
Order-in-Council removing Governor 
Leteli.ieu for having exceeded his con- 
stitutional authority in tluMlisiiiissal of 
the Dkboucuekville Ministry. This 
ord^rtho Governor-General declined to 
assent to and referred it to the Im- 
perial Government for their opinion as 
to its constitutionality. The Imperial 
Government after carefully considcing 
the matter decided that it couhl not 
interfere without invading rights ac- 
corded the Colony with Responsible 
Government. Thereupon the Governor- 
General signed the order dismissing 
Mr. Letelliek and Dr. Rohitaille, 
M.P., has been- appointed as his suc- 
cessor. The new Lieut. -Governor is 
descended from one of the oldest French 
families in Quebec. Ho is compara- 
tively , young, is a gentleman of 
acknowledged ability, has courieous 
and winning mannersandafine/^/iJ/.fi'^ae. 
He was a member of the Sir John' 
Macdonald Government in 1873, and 
is highly respected throughout Canada. 
We sincerely hope that his experience 
in the gubernatorial chair will prove 
less turbulent than that of his immedi- 
ate predecessor. 

FACTS AiSD FIGURES:. 



We would suggest to the honorable 
and learned Attorney-Generar— who is 
more than susprrcted of skulking behind 
the personal pronoun "we" in his local 
organ — to devote less time to the pre- 
paration of dust to throw in the people's 
eyes.and more to satisfactorily explain- 
ing the true financial condition of tin- 
cotierdam. The public are sick of tho 
balderdash that he diurnally dislie.s up 
foivthe- delectation of the limited circle 
of readers he addresses through the 
Standard, and demand something more 
"tilling" than glittering generalities, 
flat beerhouse wit, and coarse, indecent 
abuse. Wo ijave a.ssertcd that the 
cofferdam had cost to the Slst of De- 
cember upwards of '$208,000, arid that, 
to quote the words of the Attorney 
General in the House, the structure is 
so "wormeaten that it will tumble to 
pieces as soon as the water has been 
pumped out." No refutation, no ex- 
planation has been attempted of these 
assertions; but the Government that is 
responsible for the condition of affairs 
at Esquimalt has actually drawn on the 
Dominion Government for $250,000 
more to squander on the same objbct! 
What the Dominion Government should 
do is to take over the whole concern 
and finish the dock themselves. Should 
they place the subsidy in the hands of 
Walkem tfc Co. it will be used for the 
purpose of corrupting electors and in- 
fluencing elections. The Elliott Gov- 
temment recognized the inability of the 
Province to corapleto tho dock and 
offered it to tlie Imperial Government, 
"lock, stock and barrel." Had the 
application been properly followed up 
tjy the existing Government, there is 
reason to believe that an arrangement 
advantageous to the Province would 
have beeu effected twelve months ago.

A curious case is now on trial at 
Glasgow. It is a caso in which a wo- 
man named Penny .sues a Mr. Reid for 
£200, as damages for injuries received 
by hor, and .£100 as damages for in- 
juries to a child which was born de- 
formed, in consequence of the injuries 
she had sustained. The agent for the 
defender took objection to the relev- 
ancy of the summons so far as concern- 
ed the child, on the gronnd that as at 
the time of the accident it was not 
born, it could not bu said to have a 
separate existence, and had no right to 
sue. Sheriff ^Murray, after hearing 
parties upon the point on Weilnesday, 
issued an interlocutor repelling tho 
plea and allowing a proof. 

Tho Prince of Wales is not stupid 
himself, but he likes to have stupid fol- 
lows about him as liutt.s. Lord Ayles- 
ford has long served him in such a 
capacity, and Lord ( 'lonmell is often 
put into requisition. Tho latter is 
grandson of an Irish Chief Justice, 
who would not resign his office for less 
than an earldom, which he consequent- 
ly got. Tho Prince likes to got up 
"bear fights'' between his butts, and 
derives a great deal of laughter from 
them. After all, great mon have done 
very silly things for diversion. Crom- 
well used to delight in putting sticky 
things on seats. 

In the Unirers K. Louis Veuillot 
has attacked Prince Jerome Napoleon. 
He was, says the great clerical cham- 
pion, the first unhappy creation of the 
Emperor, and ho it was who throw 
the first popular doubt on his destiny. 
Napoleon III, made of him a Prince, 
a General, a ' Ministfjf of Algeria, a 
Scnatoi'. Ho succeeded nowhere, 
neither in jiolitics, nor in the army nor 
in any kind of employment, and es- 
tranged from himself the army, tho 
Government, and the world. People 
did not even think him clever, though 
he M'as so. 

According to tho London Truth, a 
characteristic rumour is already cur- 
rent in Paris to the effect that the sav- 
ages who as.segaied the Prince Louis 
Napoleon were no Zulus at all, but 
political agents in disguise. 

M. D. Conway, writing from Lon- 
don says: — "Tbo perturbation hero at 
the Prince's death is of a kind that 
amounts to a revelation that the suc- 
cession of tho Prince had become a 
part of the Tory policy. Furthermore, 
tho same cat has jumped out of that 
deep bag held by Bismarck. Instead 
of tho complacency which might have 
been anticipated in Berlin at the death 
of the heir of Napoleon III., who un- 
derwent his 'baptism of tire' at Ger- 
man hands, there has been a disclosure 
if bitter disappointment at tho removal 
of this Damoclesian sword from above 
die French republic. France has thus 
fair warning that her republican regime 
is surrounded by enemies." 

A French Imperialist newspaper pro- 
poses that Frenchmen take some 
French soil to C'hiselhurst and make a 
grave for tho late Prince Imperial. 
"His sleep will bo easier," it says, "if 
he lies in a morsel of that country 
which he loved so much, and whose 
glory, at the cost of his life, he went 
to plane like a ilag at the other end of 
the v.'orld. " The radical caricaturists, 
on the contrary, are sharpening their 
pencils for the cartoon business, al- 
though the police have directed the re- 
moval of the many caricatures which 
have decorated tho shop windows of 
Paris.

Safe Arrirol of tb.o Offlcors and Grow 
at Ylotoria. 

The schooner Favorite, C:ipt. Ki)rini,', 
arrived from Hiircliiy Soimd last ovoniiig, 
having on board Cnjitain Williams and 
the officDra and crew of tho liritiah bark 
Bechei'dasa-Ambiadass, wliitli vessel left 
Sharighae on tho li)th of Juno and was 
wrecked' during tho provalcnco of a dense 
fog on Sunday Inst, the 27th Inst. , at 1:45 
o'clock in tho morning on a reef ofl' tlie 
west coast of Vancouver Island. The 
point where tlio bark struck is about live 
miles south of Capo Bealo light and near 
tho entranco of tho .Straits of San Juan 
del Fuca. The last observation win taken 
on Saturday at noon, and one hour after- 
wards'tho Vaftoduver coast was sighted. 
All day Saturday the bark ran before a 
fair wind; but about 8 o'clock on Satur- 
diiy night the wind fell almost tu a calm 
and thnn bocamo a head wind. Ai; 8.30 
p.m.' Siiturday Cape Bealo light was 
siglited bearing N. A W. 10 to 15 miles, 
and 'shortly afterwards a dense fog 
settled down on the ship. About half- 
past one o'clock, the second mate being 
on watch, and as ho was preparing to tack 
tho ship struck bow on upon the reef while 
running under full sail. Water began to 
gome in immediately. The vessel dragged 
over' the rcof and ran into a little cove 
inshore, where she stuck fast. The boats 
were lowered at once and tho movable 
articles sent ashore. On Sunday morning 
Indians came promptly to ttic assistance 
of the wrecked people. They reported 
the wreck to Mr. Cox, keeper of Cape 
Beale light,, .ind ho notified Captain 
Spring of the schooner Favorite, which 
was .it anchor in a bay nine miles from 
the wreck. The schooner proceeded to 
tho scone of disaster, and tho vessel was 
stripped of .sail.s, running gea-, etc. All 
tho men's ■ clothing was saved and put 
abo.ard the Favorite (the Indians helping) 
,i)y Tuesday evening, when tho Favorite 
sailed for Victoria, ariMving here about 

o'clock yesterday p. 111. At high tide 
the bark's stern is under water and the 
water flows in and out froelj'. There is 
no hope of getting tho WTcck off, but a 
good deal of property may yet bo saved, 
file Becherilass-Ambiadasa was built at 
St. John.s, New Brunswick, about 14 
years ago. .She loaded lumber at Moody- 
villo in March last for .S i.-inyh.ae, and w.iu 
6n her return for another cargn, under 
consigiimeiit to Welch, Kitliet ct Co., 
when tho diaa.ster occurred. Tho pi'e.;iipl 
llB§ia(anpfl yeficlpi'cd by Capt. Spring and 
Uie Indians cannot bo too highly extolled.
